Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the step of retracting 

the roller away from the race further comprises inserting a part of a tool into a hole 
defined by an axle of the roller and moving the part of the tool away from the race. 

2. Note that Applicant has incorporated the allowable subject matter of claim 9 into 
claim 1 and has cancelled claim 9. As such, claims 1-8 and 10-19 are allowed.
